We returned to Captain Ftitz's office where Captain Fritz, Mr. SorrallB : 
and Mr. Thomas i^eily of ttie Secret service questioned Csnald. Also is the rsea 
were Detectives L. 1^. Montgomery, L. C. Graves, C. if. Dhority and Inspector 
Holmes of the ?cst Office -Dsjxirtmsnt and sysel^s ' 

Shortly after lltOO am we began the transfer. Qiief Curry had come to 
Captain Fritz's office. ^ had made a suggestion earlier to doublo cross the _ 
press and take Oswald out on the first floor via the Main Street door, ieaving 
the press waiting in the basement and on Commerce -Street. 

Also it was suggested to go out the Main Street raap and west on Main Street. 
Ihese suggestions were turned domi by Chief Curry -Bho stated that we had better 
go ahead with the transfer as planned, since he had given his word on it. 

Approximately 11:1$ am we left the third floor office with Oswald handcuffed

■the Jail elevator by Captain Frlta, Lt. Snain, Detective ^. D.' Montgomery. We 
reached the basement Jail office with officers in front we headed to the autooobile 
rassp Just outside the Jail office door.

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' then lias given the all dear sign. We nalked out and had Just reached the ramp 
•where the ear we were to ride in was being backed into position by Deteetlve ; 
Ehority viien out of the aiass of humanity composed of all the news madia, -which 
had surged forward to within six or seven feet of us, came the figure of a nan 
with a gun in hand. He took two quick steps and double actioned a .38 revolver 
point blank at Oswald. I jerked back on Oswald, at the same tine reaching out and 
catching Jack Ruby on the left shoulder, {hoving back and down on him, bringing 
myself between Ruby and Oswald. I could see Det. Oaves had Ruby's gun hand and • 
gun in his hands. . I turned my attention to Oswald and with the help of I^et. 
Combest we took Oswald back into the Jail office and laid him down. Handcuffs 
were removed and the city hall doctor, Br. Bieberdorf was summoned. We also ' 

1 called O'Neal ambulance. Oswald was placed in the aabulance and ludied to . 
Parkland i'ospital. In the ambularee besides the crew was Br. Bieberdorf, 
Det. L. C. Graves, Det, C, N, -Phoilty and myself. _ 

He was lushed to surgery where ha expired at 1j07 jm, November 2h, 1963, 
pronounced by Dr. Tom Shires. Judge Pierce McBrlde was samaoned. I gave hl& 
all the information needed to request an autopsy. Ilhen all necessary reports 
ware made, X returned to the city hall where 1 made the offense report on I«s
